Grades  are  a  Reliable  Index 

The  school  boy  whose  average  grades  come  within 
(hat  narrow  top  layer  generally  classified  as  “ex¬ 
cel  leal  ”  will  have  50  limes  as  great  a  chance  of  get¬ 
ting  into  “  Who’s  Who”  as  those  in  the  nine  layers 
beneath. 

Such  is  the  finding  of  Professor  Hugh  A. 
Smith  of  the  Fni versify  of  Wisconsin.  He  liases  it 
on  data  going  back  45  years.  Lie  maintains  the 
grades  are  a  reliable  index  to  sueess  or  failure  in 
later  life.  He  also  dchucted  that  those  in  t lie  upper 
tenth  of  the  classes  have  40  times  its  great  a  chance 
of  acheiving  a  career  in  life  as  those  below  them. 

This  is  especially  interesting  in  view  of  the 
prevalent  notion  among  students  that  hard  work¬ 
ers  ought  to  he  ashamed  of  themselves.  They  are 
called  “grinds”  and  slaves,”  and  are  humiliated 
and  discouraged  in  many  ways.  Even  many  teach¬ 
ers  broadcast  the  idea  that  the  best  thing  in  Col¬ 
lege  life  is  found  outside  the  classrooms — extra- 
curricula  r.-Irt -has  come  to  the  point  that  the  student 
who  goes  to  tho  game  and  yells  often  gets  more 
credit  and  is  made  to  feel  more  meritorious  than 
the  one  who  studies  hard. 

it  is  good  for  us  to  lie  jolted  back  occasionally 
to.  the  realization  that,  after  all.,  it  is  work  that 
counts.

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“Why  is  a  mouse  when  it  spins?”  Everybody  rem¬ 
embers  that  old  nonsense  i|uostiou.  Teachers  fre¬ 
quently  feel  that  the  question  of  education  is  al¬ 
most  as  confusing  and  sometimes  ns  nonsensical. 
“  Why  Is  a  college  student  when  lie  doesn’t  study  ?” 
Alas,  who  knows?  (Students  blame  the  teachers, 
teachers  blame  the  students,  and  the  tug  of  war 
goes  merrily  on.  And  both,  sides  lose — Icachers  lose 
patience,  students  lose  opportunity, and  both  threa¬ 
ten  to  Inst;  their  minds. 

The  faculty  has  long  been  concerned  about  the 
hick  of  interest  among  students  in  the  improvement 
of  scholarship.  A  few  thoughtful  students  are  like¬ 
wise  concerned.  Then  comes  the  inevitable  ques¬ 
tion:  What  can  he  done? 

When  j, he  Northwest  Missourian  invited  me  to 
offer  some’, comment  on  this  mutter,  T  was  both 
gratified  ayd  puzzled.  Tho  question  of  low  scholar¬ 
ship  is  one. which  every  American  College  is  try¬ 
ing  to  answer  now,  and  it  is  pleasing  that  students 
here  should  be  interested  in  seeking  an  answer  for 
nt  least  this  port io  of  the  whole  problem.  On  the 
other  hand,. so  many  factors  contribute  to  tho  pro¬ 
blem  (lud;  it  is  inipssible  to  deal  with  them  in  short 
space. 

s  What  is  education?  What  is  a  College?  What 
should  a  degree  indicate?  Who  is  truly  eligible 
for  such  a  degree?  These  questions  must  ho  an¬ 
swered  before  we  can  undertake  improvement  of 
scholarship,  and  we  have  come  now  to  such  a  pass 
tlud  few  people  will  agree  on  these  matters.  The 
chaos  of  modern  life  is  nowhere  better  reflected 
than  in  education. 

Wo  have  utmost  discarded  the  old  idea  that 
education  should  prepare  one  to  think  clearly,  to 
set  up  standards  by  which  he  shall  live,  and  to  ac¬ 
quire  tastes  by  which  he  may  guide  his  activities. 
Instead,  students  now  evaluate  college  by  one  of 
two  standards:  Is  it  fun?  Will  it  help  me  to  make 
money?  Ope  of  these  characteristic  altitudes  pro¬ 
duces  Joe  College  and  Betty  (Jo-ed,  the  glamor 
twins.  The  other  produces  the  hard-headed  so- 
called  realist,  who  wants  to  know  “Wind  \s  the  use 
of  this  course,  anyhow?” 

Tho  lqisines.s  world  has  pulled  a  dirty  trick 
cm  College  students  by  insisting  that  Colleges  give 
to  students  the  apprenticeship  which  business  once 
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From  the  Dean  .  .  . 
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A  Make-Believe  World 

“The  grading  system  stamps  College  as  a  make- 
believe  world.  At  least  that  inference  can  he  drawn 
from  a  statement  made  last  wok  by  Dr.  Felix  Held, 
secretary  of  the  College  of  Commerce. 

“(Speaking  on  ’The  College  Man  iu  Business,’ 
Dr.  Held  said:  ‘The  firm  doesn’t  grade  you  on  (he 
basis  of  a  grade  A.  B,  or  0,  but  on  the  satisfactory 
manner  in  which  your  job  is  done.  You  either  suc¬ 
ceed  or  fail.’ 

“  In  the  outside  world  we  either  pass  or  flunk, 
Dr.  Held  tells  us,  and  no  one  will  deny  the  truth  of 
his  statement.  But  here  in  I  he-  university,  where  we 
are  (raining  for  the  outside  world,  we  don’t  abide 
by  the  same  rules.  Here  we  either  flunk,  or  almost 
flunk,  or  just  barely  succeed,  or  do  fair,  or  are  howl¬ 
ing  successes  according  to  the  letter  which  the 
professor  writes  down  in  his  little  black  book. 

“It's  all  very  confusing,  isn’t  it?  It’s  so  con¬ 
fusing  that  many  of  us  get  the  impression  that 
those  little  letters  realty  mean  something;  so  we 
spend  all  our  time  working  for  a  grade  instead  of 
concentrating  on  the  real  business  of  getting  an 
education. 

“We  sometimes  wonder,  since  we  are  here 
preparing  for  the  outside  world,  i.f  it  wouldn’t  bo 
a  good  idea  to  junk  the  grading  system  and  abide 
by  the  same  rules  here  that  (he  outside  world 
uses.” —  Ohio  State  Lantern.

expected  to  give  to  its  own  employees.  This  fact 
has  encouraged  I  he  majority  of  students  to  insist 
on  vocational  courses.  The  result  is  that  we  have 
in  school  more  and  more  of  those  who.  are  not  in- 
t crested  in  education  in  a  broad  sense,  and  who 
resent  any  effort  to  give  them  such  an  education. 
That  is  one  reason  why  students  complain  so  much 
about  the  general  courses,  in  this  institution. 

Another  result  is  that  the  College  degree  no 
longer  has  any  meaning  whatever.  It  is  simply  a 
badge,  certifying  that  the  holder  thereof  has  at¬ 
tended  some  institution  for  a  certain  length  of 
lime,  and  has  demonstrated  a  certain  proficiency 
in  something  or  other. 

(Students  are  badly  in  need  of  higher  aims  for 
their  own  development.  Instead  of  resenting  schol¬ 
arship,  and  looking  down  upon  (he  distinguished 
student,  they  should  submit  themselves  to  exact¬ 
ing  subjects,  and  develop  proper  reverence  for  in¬ 
tellectual  accomplishment — one  of  the  surest  in¬ 
dications  of  civilizations.  The  materialist  is  essen¬ 
tially  a  barbarian. 

And  is  there  anything  to  equal  the  arrogance 
of  the  College  student  ?  Whatever  ho  fails  immed¬ 
iately  to  understand,  he  waives  aside.  The  arts,  the 
sciences,  the  wisdom  of  the  ages,,  he  cau  dismiss 
with  a  shrug.  There  is  a  great  difference  between 
the  student  who,  falling  to  understand,  asks  that 
he  be  guided  to  understanding  and  (he  student  who, 
failing  to  understand  immediately,  resents  any  ef¬ 
fort  to  make  him  understand.  The  truly  inquiring 
mind  always  finds  a  welcmoe  from  any  live 
teacher.  — J.  L.  Zwingle.

I.  T.  Bode  Makes 
Plea  for  More  Use 
Of  Out-Of-Doors 

A  plea  to  use  the  out-of-doors,  and 
to  make  sound  legitimate  use  of 
natural  resources,  was  made  in  as¬ 
sembly  Wednesday  by  I.  T.  Bode, 
director  of  the  Missouri  Conserva¬ 
tion  Commission. 

Mr.  Bode  emphasized  that  the  suc¬ 
cess  for  restoration  of  wild  life  lies 
in  the  interest  of  people  In  preserv¬ 
ing  wild  life  and  their  habits. 

He  predicted  that  hunting  and 
fishing  privileges  would  be  limited 
In  the  future  because  sporstmen  are 
destroying  wild  life  to  fast.  Wild  an¬ 
imals  need  adequate  food,  protective 
cover,  and  a  safe  place  to  rear  their 
young. 

Outlining  the  work  of  the  conser¬ 
vation  commission,  Mr.  Bode  stated 
ithat  this  work  was  provided  for  in 
the  state  constitution.  The  revenue 
for  the  commission  comes  through 


license  sales,  he  said. 

“We  are  not  trying  to  set  up  new 
educational  agencies,”  he  explained, 
“but  to  fit  our  program  into  the 
school  curriculum. 

The  best  training  we  can  give  for 
conservation  of  natural  resources  is 
through  young  men  and  women.” 

Mr.  Bode  said  the  greatest  need 
in  conservation  were  interest  in  con¬ 
serving,  active  cooperation  of  local 
groups,  and  recognition  of  social  as¬ 
pects.
